CRUISER NIOBE. SINKING. 


Nearly Full of Water, Water, May Be Beached 
at Clatke’s Harbor To-day. 


CLARKD’S HARBOR, N.8., Aug. 1.— 
Her pumps unable to dispose of the water 
pouring in through the rents in her hull, 
the protected cruiser Niobe, flagship of 
Canada's Navy, which was impaled for 
five hours on Southwest Ledge, off Cape 
Sable,, early Sunday morning, is sinking 
in this harbor, where she was towed fol- 
lowing the accident.

Since Sunday, Calls Up 
for a. Cigarette. 


Ik’ WATER 78 FEET DOWN 


Gets Food and Coffee Through Drill 
Hole, but Refuses Whieky—May 
Be Out by To-night. 


Special to The NewYork Times. 

JOPLIN, Mo., Aug. 1.—The fourth drill 
hole, sunk at noon ‘to-day in the drift of 
the mine east of heré, which caved in 
July 80, burying a miner alive, found the 
cave seventy-five feet underground where 
Joseph Cleary had been imprisoned for 
fifty-two hours. The rescuers heard his 
firet faint “Hellot” soon afterward, 
when the drill was lifted. 

Cleary seemed not in the least un- 
nerved. -He said he had'been standing in 
water to his armpits, and that. he had not 
slept, but that he had heard the constant 
rumbling of the drill, and he felt sure he 
would be rescued, 

Dr. J. Will. Barker and Dr: J, Duwed 
were at the drill when the shout went up 
antiouncing success, Dr. Barker put his 
face over the six-inch_drill shaft. 

** How are you, Joe!” he shouted. 

“ Awful hungry,”’ came back clear, “I 
am standing in watetr up to my armpits 
now.”’ 

“We'll have you out pretty soon,” sald 
the doctor. “ Here comes some food on'a 
Fope." 

** Say," shouted Cleary, “ did you find 
any g00d ore in that shaft where it 
caved in?” .A bucket. containing hot 
food, a smiall pail of coffee, and a bottle 
of whisky was lowered, and for a space 
there was no word from the hole; Then 
Cleary called to “ Hoist.’’ 

“I am sending back the whisky,” 
called. “I don’t believe I want it.” 

Then he told what he could learn of his 
prison: He eaid that where the hole came 
im there was deep water, but that on a 
slope twenty feet away, there was'a nook 
he can crawl on to and be out of .the 
water. 

“Tt is lots better here now than it was 

before,” he said, ‘I believe the air was 
wetting baty >but -t.can wait nowy alt 
right. 
_ d& Tope was lowered ‘through the hole, 
and it was arranged that Cleary was to 
pull three ‘times if he wanted it to be 
drawn up. This was in case the water 
rose, so that he could. be hoisted nearer 
the roof of his cave. 

“Do you think it would be safe to send 
me down some cigarettes?” Cleary asked 
when the signals were drranged. “It's 
awful cold down here.” The doctors 
thought it best not to send the cigarettes. 

The shaft being sunk by miners work- 
ing in thirty-minute shifts is now at the 
aixty-one-foot level. It is believed it will 
have reached Cleary’s. level. to-morrow 
night, and that he will be brought above 
ground then. 

Over the telephone to-night from the 
drift Clary told of his experiences under 
the ground. 

“I was a bit scared when the cave-in 
came,’ he said, “but had presence of 
mind enough to run into the drift and 
escaped uninjured. When I realized that 
I was buried in the drift I just took 
things easy, Knowing that the boys would 
get me out as soon. as they could 
reach me.

cured as.a first mortgage on the build- 


“ Although it was difficult to raise 
money in France at this time, I must 
say I found it fairly easy to obtain the 
necessary capital for this building, and 
it is: F¥ance that supplied most of the 
$8,000,000" 

Mr. Gillespie sails on La Lorraine on 
Aug. 5: 


The Woolworth Building, when com- 
pleted, will be the tallest office structure 
in the world. .It will contain fifty-five 
stories, and. from the sidewalk to the top 
of the Gothic tower the height will be 750 
feet. The development of the skyscraper 
has been called the characteristic feature 
of New York architecture, and in this re- 
spect the Woolworth Building will be the 
most notable hd conspicuous example. 
How long it will retain the distinction of 
being the tallest office. building in the 
world is problematical, as @ loftier struct- 
ure may be projected within the next few 
years, and, indeed; the possibility of a 
one-hundred-story. building for New York 
City was recently mentioned as not at all 
unlikely in’ the near future. 

In view, however, of the difficulty in 
acquiring a satisfactory plot for any un- 
usually large structure, the enormous cost 
and engineering. problems to be met, as 
well. as the necessity of placing such a 

on @ fairly remunerative pay- 
ing basis, it seems sate to predict that the 
Woolworth Building -will not be exeseded 
for many. years at least. 

The bulldihg will odotipy the entire 
Broadway front on the west side between 
Barclay Street and Park Place, or 152.1 
feet on Broadway, 192.6 feet on Barclay 
Street, and 197.10 feet on Park Place, alto-* 
gether an aréa of about 39,500 square feet. 
Frank W. Woolworth, the owner and pro- 
prietor of the chain of five arid ten cent 
stores bearing his name, paid, it is esti- 
mated, $4,500,000 for the land, - It. took 
eight months to assemble the plot, the 
first plot bought being the old Mercantile 
Bank and adjoining buildings on the Park 
Place corner, while the Barclay Street 
corner, bought from.the Harmiliton estate, 
was the final purchase. « .- 


To get a suitable foundation for the}, 


structure it has been necessary to go down 
to bedrock, from 110 to 180 feet below the 
surface. The caissons being sunk for 
the foundations are among the largest 
ever made for building operations, some of 
the caissons- being 19 feet in diameter. 
Most of this work {fs now finished, and 
actual construction -6f the building will 
begin in a short time. 

Cass Gilbert, the architect, has designed 
the structure in the Gothic style, and it is 
planned to meet the practical needs of an 
American office building.
